zation to the Pommerenning mem- 
bers of the state board.

lowed to write our burglary taws, 
declared Clarence S. Barrow,- noted 
criminal lawyer of this city, at the 
third annual, meeting of the Amer 
ican Medical Liberty league.

HE world docs move! When \ve grow 
depressed because progress seems 


hopelessly slow, it is encouraging to re- 
call the career of George Loveless. He 
was an English farm laborer who lived 
in the fii-sl half of the nineteenth century. 
In those days farm hands lived on "bar- 
Icy bannocks" and turnips, with some- 
times a bit of bacon on Sundays. Love- 
less formed a "Laborers' Society'' which 
i-; sometimes culled the first British labor 
union. 
He lier.iled a committee of six, 


included a very gouci speaker named 
Clarke, who acted as spokesman. These 
men became famous as the "Six .Men of 
Dorset." They asked that wages be in- 
creased from seven 1o cijrht shillings a 
week. For this terrible piece of radical- 
ism wages were reduced i'o si:; shillings, 
v.-kh threats of arrest for conspiracy.! 
Loveless and his committee called a meet- j 
ing to consider the situation. This was I 
"conspiracy." They were arrested, eon-1 
victed, and sentenced to seven years f 
penal servitude in Australia, Bui already 
i 
1 better mind was beginning to work in 
England. 
Vigorous agitation secured 


i heir release- after three years. They 
were brought back to England, and lived 
',>ng enough to receive honor arid respect 
t'oij their pionccv efforts to organize the 
v.orkers. 


The convict ship "Success," which car- 


ried thi Six Men of Dorset to Australia, 
if still in existence, and for some years 
•has been exhibited in various ports of 
'.he world, the oldest ship afloat. 
It is 


now in New York. On it one sees the aw- 
ful conditions of deportation, the grue- 
some instruments with which prisoners 
were tortured, and wax figures of sev- 
eral famous convicts, among them these 
Six Men of Dorset. 


That which was such a terrible reality 


?nly yesterday is an object of curiosity 
today. It has been visited by 18 million 
neople, to whom the story of the convict 
ship seems like a horrid dream. 
Yet 


there are persons now living who could 
remember the conspiracy of Dorset. No 
doubt before another life span has passed, 
the "open shop" drive and the injunc- 
tions of Judge Anderson will seem as re- 
mote and grotesque as the martyrdom 
of the earliest labor leaders and the hell- 
ish conditions on the convict ship. The 
world does move!

'BOLSHEVISM HAS NOTHING IN COMMON 


WITH DEMOCRACY," SAYS PROF. 


MILIUKOFF. 


PAUL N. MILIUKOFF, noted Rus- 


sian educator who was minister of for- 
eign affairs in |the Russian provisional 


government immediately following the downfall 
of the czar, has arrived in the U. S. to.carry 
on his fight against Bolshevism. He is accom- 
panied here by Nicholas D. Avksentieff, also a 
minister in the Russian, provisional government. 
On their recent arrival in New York they issued 
the following statement: 


"We have come to this country as represent- 


atives of the Russian democratic anti-Bolshevist 


movement. We are engaged 
in a decisive struggle against 
the tyranny which is destroy- 
ing Russia. At the same time 
we reject 
the participation 


of the forces of reaction in 
this struggle. Their political 
and 
social ideals are con- 


demned by the 
masses of 


the Russian 
people, a n d 


therefore the reactionary ac- 
tivities tend only'to streng- 
then the Bolshevist rule. 


''We want 
to show the 


great American people that 


Bolshevism has nothing in common with democ- 
racy, just as our struggle against Bolshevism 
has nothing in common with reaction. It 
is 


our purpose to show also that the downfall of 
Bolshevism is inevitable and that the hypocrit- 
ical efforts of the Bolshevist rulers to find sal- 
vation in co-operation with foreign capital •will 
result in failure. 
We firmly believe that the 


Russian democracy will emerge from the pres- 
ent revolutionary crisis stronger than ever be- 
fore. The nation that has given to world civ- 
ilization 
so 
many tokens of 
her 
spiritual 


strength will before long take the place justly 
belonging to her among the nations of the 
•world. 


"We appeal to the American people because 


we feel that the great democracy of this coun- 
try responds with sympathy and understanding 
to' the aspirations of the Russian people. We 
find numerous proofs of this attitude in the 
American policy toward Russia. 
The recent 


declaration by the state department on the pro- 
tection of legitimate Russian interests at the 
Washington conference 
is 
a. new evidence of 


America's friendly consideration for the rights 
and the sovereignty of the Russian people. On 
our part, we stand ready to explain to the 
American public opinion the viewpoint of the 
Russian democracy regarding the problems oi 
the conference. 


"We arrive 'in America at 
the grave hour 


when millions of Russian peasants are dying o' 
starvation. It will remain forever in the grate- 
ful memory of the Russian people that at this 
tragic moment the hand of heip reaching the 
remotest corners of the Russian land came to 
them from this country, through the marvelous 
American relief administration led by the un- 
tiring energy of Mr. Herbert Hoover."

OW fortunate we are to live :n the days of 
true Americanism! Our forefathers never 
knew the genuine doctrine. 
There was 


Garrison, for example. He has been lauded as 
hero, patriot, great American. His name is al- 
most a national emblem, his influence has per- 
meated American life. Now at least we have 
wakened to the terrible danger of that 
in- 


fluence. He utterly opposed all war. 
During- 


Lhe Mexican war, and again during the civil war, 
he stood out strongly against the war policy of 
the government. 
He assailed the constitution 


as " covenant with Death and an agreement 
with Hell." On July 4, 1854, he publicly burned 
a copy of that sacred document. If he wen; 
still living we would know just where to put 
him, 
in Atlanta, beside the gentle Dobs. Tho 


American Legion, now that their attention is 
called to it, should by all means pull down his 
statue on Commonwealth Ave., Boston. 


Wendell Phillips was another 
of these dan- 


gerous men from whose spell we are now so 
fortunately getting free. He strongly support- 
ed Garrison, and at one time, before abolition 
came, actually called himself a traitor. 


Lincoln was another. 
During the Mexican 


war he persistently and bitterly criticized the 
government. We had not then learned the true 
character 
of sedition in a democracy. 
Even 


during the civil war, though himself the leader 
of the nation, Lincoln never accepted the sound 
doctrines of 1009cism, dallied with radicalism, 
and stood out shamelessly against normalcy. 


So nearly all the men we have.been accug- 


tomed to call great Americans. It has actually 
been an American tradition to laud their inde- 
pendence, their trust in reason, their tender- 
ness for minorities, their faith 
in program. 


But we know better now. Our fathers died be- 
fore the light. Americanism has at last come 
to its own. 
It has reached the stature of a 


ripe and full 100%. 


There is only one thing more to be done. Oflr 


schools have now been quite thoroughly Amer- 
icanized, but there are still some pictures of 
these so-called patriots^ hanging on the school 
room walls. The activity of the Klu • Klux 
Klan is needed to tear these down.
